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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new limitation in claim 1 "nervous tissue comprising a neural stem cell/neural precursor and a dendritic 
cell " has not been previously considered. While it was recognized that some tissues respond to GM-CSF via local dendritic cells (e.g. 
injured spinal cord in Example 8) a necessity for dendritic cells in the tissue was not examined per se. It is noted that the response to GM- 
CSF in the cerebral infarction model (Example 10) is suggested to be mediated by microglia, not dendritic cells. Therefore, the new 
limitation would necessitate a new evaluation of the scope of enablement with regard to the target tissues and the need for local 
administration. 
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
